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LA NT ANA SCABIOSAEFLORA var. HIRSUTA Moldenke, var. nov. 

Haec varietas a forma typica speciei ramis novellis dense 
patenteque hirsutis recedit. 

This variety differs from the typical form of the species in 
having its younger branches and stems densely hirsute with stiffly 
wide-spreading ochraceous hairs. 

The type of the variety was collected by August Weberbauer ( no. 
7660 ) in deciduous bushwood in the mountains east of Hacienda 
Chicama, province Tumbes, Tumbes, Peru, at 700—800 meters alti¬ 
tude, between February 19 and 2h , 1927, and is deposited in the 
Britton Herbarium at the New York Botanical Garden. The collector 
describes the plant as a shrub, 1 meter tall, with yellow flowers.

Haec varietas a forma typica speciei vaginis dense patenteque 
hirtellis recedit. 

This variety differs from the typical form of the species in 
having its sheaths densely and conspicuously spreading-hirtellous 
throughout. 

The type of the variety was collected by Auguste Franqois Marie 
Glaziou (no. 20013 ) somewhere in Minas Gerais, Brazil, in 1892, 
and is deposited in the Columbia University herbarium at present 
on deposit at the New York Botanical Garden. 
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
